COMING  HOME

Yesterday  marked  eight  years  of  U.S.  involvement  in 

Afghanistan.  Almost  100  veterans  study  at  Montclair 

State  University,  and  nine  of  them  willingly  shared 

their  experiences,  thoughts  and  stories  of  their  journey 

overseas,  and  the  transition  coming  home. 

Originally  from  Georgetown,  Mass.,  David  Gisonno, 

a  junior  at  Montclair  was  only  two  months  into  his 

marriage  before  being  deployed  to  Iraq  in  February 

2(X)3. 

"It  was  very,  very  hard.  She  was  of  course  .sad,  Gisonno 

said  of  his  wife.  "But  she  accepted  it." 

Gisonno  spent  approximately  a  year  in  Korea,  and 

stopped  in  Kuwait  for  1 5  months  before  heading  over 

to  Iraq  to  work  with  communications. 

"I  kept  a  picture  of  my  wife,  and  talked  to  her  as  much 

as  I  could  to  stay  normal,  and  keep  my  feet  on  the 

ground,"  he  said.  "The  friends  I  made  |in  Iraq]  also 

helped  me  stay  focused.  We  would  talk  about  our 

family  and  plans  after  service.  We  would  just  help  each 

other  out  and  keep  each  others"  heads  focused." 

Twenty-three-year-old  Yoan  Hermida  enlisted  in  the 

Army  straight  out  of  high  school  at  the  age  of  17  as  a 

combat  engineer. 

Hermida  enlisted  in  April  2003.  and  deployed  to  Iraq 

in  Scplcmber  200.3. 

"I  supported  the  invasion  in  Iraq,  and  it  fell  hypocritical 

to  support  a  cause  but  not  be  part  of  it.  The  guys  in  my 

unit  would  tell  stories  about  flrefights,  and  how  hot  it 

would  be  once  we  got  over  there,  which  actually  ended 

up  being  true.  If  you're  not  afraid,  there  is  something 

wrong  with  you." 

Similar  to  Hermida,  24-year-()ld  Komeo  Alcid  also 

enlisted  at  the  age  of  17  and  decided  to  enlist  iluc  lo 

past  family  ties  with  the  military. 

"My  dad  was  the  general  in  the  Philippines,  so  it  felt 

kind  of  like  a  responsibility  to  enlist."  he  said.  "My 

mother  was  hesitant  al  first,  and  my  dad  passed  away 

when  I  was  nine,  but  I  know  he  would  have  been 

proud." 

Alcid  admitted  he  was  more  scared  of  coming  back 

handicapped   from  the  war  then  death  because  "I 

wouldn't   be  able   lo   fully   live   my    lile"l.i\ing   in 
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Daytona  Beach,  Florida,  28-year-old  Kenny  Svolto's 
life  before  deploying  to  Afghanistan  consisted  of 
working  full-time  at  a  biker  bar  and  a  family  restaurant 
as  a  cook  and  going  to  school  at  Day  Beach 
Community  College. 

"I  told  myself  after  getting  my  associate  degree  [thatj 
I  didn't  want  to  go  into  [the]  restaurant  industry." 
Svolto's  plans  were  originally  to  take  a  couple  of 
months  off  in  the  Florida  Keys  before  heading  back  to 
school,  but  plans  soon  changed  after  all  three  of 
Svolto's  vehicles  broke  down  within  several  weeks. 
After  searching  for  jobs,  Svolto  landed  a  job  as  an 
inventor's     assistant     where     the     inventor     was 
quadriplegic,  and  inventing  a  stand  up  wheel  chair. 
"1  basically  got  paid  four  dollars  an  hour,  and  an\ 
royalties,  so  I  was  just  like  this  is  ridiculous.  I'm 
joining  the  army.  1  knew  v»hat  1  was  getting  into:  and 
once  I  signed  the  doited  lines,  and  they  told  me  I  was 
enlisted,  I  felt  safer." 

Svolto  recalled  an  incident  w  hich  occurred  either  the 
day  of  Sept.  1 1  or  after  at  a  bar  frequently  visited. 
"While  I  was  playing  pool,  two  guys  were  sitting  at 
the  counter  drinking,  and  their  attitude  about  why 
|9/ll|  happened,  and  their  attitudes  about  people 
seemed  misinformed,"  he  described.  "[They]  uere 
trying  to  explain  why  it  happened  saying  racial  slurs, 
and  I  knew  they  were  completely  wrong.  I  felt  like 
pro\ing  these  people  wrong,  and  the  best  way  to  do 
that  was  to  join  the  Army." 

Svolto  left  for  Afghanistan  in  November  2007.  He  said 
his  mom  was  upset  but  not  angry,  dad  was  prouti  ami 
everyone  else  was  just  concerned. 
Twenty-tive-year-old  Brian  Shaw's  parents  were  aNn 
hesislant  about  his  decision  lo  enlist  in  the  army. 
"I  was  unsure  of  what  I  vsantecl  lo  do  w  ilh  ihe  rest  of 
my  life,"  he  said. 

The  summer  before  he  was  deployed.  Shaw  described 
it  as  an  usual  summer  break;  but  as  the  time  got  closer 
to  leave,  he  felt  a  rush  of  nervousness  and  excitemeni. 
"Al  the  lime,  you  don't  know  what  to  expect,  or  w  hal 
you're  going  to  do,"  he  said.

Mercado.  now  53.  decided  to  enlist  in  the  Marine  Cor ' 

during  the  Vietnam  Era,  since  jobs  w  ere  .scarce  due  ; 

the  economy.  '' 

Mercado  has  experience  as  a  master  Sergent.  comb: 

engineer,  drill  instructor,  S-3  Training  officer,  assista  ■ 

operation  chief  military  police  and  aircraft  crash  fl 

and  rescue. 

Mercado  served  three  tours  in  Hawaii.  Iwakuni  ai 

Japan. 

Arri\  ing  to  a  a  new  life 

When  first  stepping  into  Kuwait,  Hermida  describi, 

the  area  as  a  poor,  third  world  country  similar  i 

Cuba,  .where  he  is  from.  The  sight  of  bullet  hol^ 

punctured  buildings  and  the  scene  of  destruction  fii| 

made  Hermida  realize  that  he  was  in  a  war  /one. 

Twenty-se\  en-year-old  Robert  Marks  left  for  Iraq 

.lune  2()()8.  and  came  home  this  past  June.  He  describi 

his  first  time  leaving  the  base  for  a  ISR  surveillam 

mission  overlooking  a  main  supply  route. 

"Once  \  ou  start  gearing  up  and  leaving  the  security 

the  compound,  the  mood  changes,  and  it  becomi 

serious  and  real,"  he  said. 

Twcnty-four-year-old  Ana  Cordoba  who  enlisied 

the    National    Guard    at    the    age    of     sevenlee,: 

lemembered  tlv  ing  from  Kuwait  to  Iraq  on  Sept.  1 

"That  day  made  it  more  memorable  for  me,"  she  saii 

Hermida  described  (he  locals  of  Iraq  as  "very  proi 

jieople"  and  had  expected  them  to  treat  the  soldie 

more  as  "occupati)rs"  and  not  as  "liberators." 

"We  are  the  ones  with  Ihe  guns,  but  v\e  talked  to  Ira 

soldiers  who  had  a  different  perspective  and  we 

almost  like  peers.  Even  with  the  language  bairier,  w 

talked  about  how  our  families  are  back  home  and  ho 

lo  sav  "goal'  in  Arabic.  They  were  welcoming  but  wh 

caulioiis." 

"Iiusiraling"   ami   "im|iossibililv"   were   the   won 

Svolio  chose  lo  desciibe  .Afghanislan. 

"I  The  enemy]  would  hide  under  the  cover  of  vvomc; 

and  children,  and  even  though  we  know  those  peop 

are  bad,  we  can't  bomb  wdiiien  and  children.  The 

keep  them  around  for  thai." 


Svolto  added  that  there  is  a  trust  issue  between  the 
Afghani  people  and  themselves. 
Afghani  civlians  were  given  the  opportunity  to  be 
employed  by  the  Coalition  which  caused  death  threats 
from  other  locals. 

"[The  locals]  would  have  small  explosives  placed 
outside  someone's  hut,  and  they  would  set  it  off  to 
scare  them,  and  sometimes  to  kill  them,"  Svolto 
explained. 

While  most  of  the  men  brought  game  stations  with 
them  to  Iraq  as  a  form  of  entertainment  and  stress- 
relief,  Hermida  preferred  reading  biographies  on 
generals.  The  Corps  series  and  the  Brotherhood  of  War 
series  by  W.E.B  Griffin  which  were  based  on  stories 
from  WWII.  Hermida  said  that  he  read  stories  with 
"happy  endings." 

Calling  back  home  helped  Alcid  stay  sane  and  avoid 
thinking  and  worrying  about  what's  going  on  with 
family  back  home. 

Living  conditions  in  Iraq,  as  Hermida  described,  were 
"nothing  I  would  even  want  my  worst  enemy  to 
experience." 

For  Hermida,  there  was  a  lack  of  sleep.He  would  have 
the  habit  of  waking  up  early  in  the  morning  and  not 
sleeping  during  the  daytime. 

"Whenever  we  were  assigned  to  control  checkpoints 
along  the  main  highway  in  Iraq  called  Route  Tampa, 
we  would  have  to  sleep  on  the  ground  or  in  our 
vehicles,"  he  said. 

When  it  came  to  sleeping,  Shaw  said  he  would  crash 
anywhere  from  the  top  of  his  tnick  to  the  bottom  of 
the  tnick. 

"I  was  a  kid  who  liked  to  play  Army  so  it  was  a  pretty 
unique  experience  for  me." 

Shaw  and  his  unit  found  an  old  palace  of  Saddam 
Hussein  which  was  flooded  to  stop  American  troops 
from  occupying  it. 

"It  took  about  a  week  to  clean  and  there  were  all  these 
Polaroids    of   Saddam    lying    everywhere,"    Shaw 


recalled. 

Nights  were  pitch  black  in  the  castles  and  Shaw 

admitted  there  was  not  much  to  complain  about  except 

for  when  he  reached  for  his  ice  tea  and  grabbed 

someone's  dip  spit  instead. 

"I  knew  this  [would]  all  be  over  soon,  and  I  knew  the 

people  around  me  were  going  through  the  same  thing." 

he  said. 

Shaw  was  stationed  in  Germany  for  his  five  years  of 

active  duty.  He  was  deployed  to  Iraq  in  2003  and  went 

back  again  in  2005  as  an  MP. 

"I  loved  being  in  Germany.  I  was  actually  planning 

on  staying  there  but  once  we  got  to  Kuwait,  it  was 

much  different  and  it  looked  like  a  different  part  of  the 

world,"  Shaw  described.  "Before  we  shipped  [to  Iraq] 

we  had  a  huge  sandstorm  and  there  was  just  dust 

everywhere." 

Cordoba  remembered  the  dust  storms  while  she  was 

in  Iraq  and  described  how  her  and  three  friends  were 

got  trapped  in  a  storm. 

Cordoba  added  that  the  infantry  unit  she  was  with 

never  had  interactions  with  women.  In  Cordoba's 

company,  there  were  over  150  males  and  only  three 

females. 

"After  a  couple  of  months,  we  became  family.  It  was 

hard  at  first  being  a  female,  and  trying  to  prove  that 

you're  strong,  and  you  can  do  this  but  we  all  adjusted 

pretty  well. 

31 -year-old  Bill  Lugo  first  enlisted  in  the  army  back 

in  1997  at  the  age  of  19.  Lugo  served  in  OIF  III  back 

in  2005  for  the  Army  Reserve,  stationed  in  the  city  of 

Kirkuk. 

"I  remember  the  thick  smell  of  oil  everywhere  when 

I  first  arrived.  It  was  like  being  in  a  room  full  of  onions 

that  you  can't  escape,"  he  said. 

Lugo  worked  on  an  airfield  that  was  run  by  the  Air 

Force  to  manage  cargo  and  passengers  on  C-23  Sherpa 

planes. 

The  veteran  described  his  team  as  a  "small-movement 


control  team  where  everyone  would  alternate  1 2-hour 

day  and  night  shifts. 

"I  enjoyed  the  night  shifts  because  it  was  cool  out,  was 

favorable  for  calling  the  EST  time  zone  and  the  night 

sky  was  always  clear  as  can  be.  Every  night  was  filled 

with  bright  stars  and  a  clear  moon.  A  camera  can't  do 

it  justice;  I've  tried." 

The  times  Hermida  interacted  with  the  Iraqi  children 

were  some  of  the  happy  memories  he  remembered 

while  being  there.  Hermida  described  the  kids  as  "high 

spirited"  and  "inquisitive." 

"The  kids  acted  like  kids  everywhere.  Seeing  the  kids 

was  really  nice.  They  would  bring  Iraqi  food  for  us 

and  called  all  the  soldiers  'mister,'"  Hermida  laughed. 

Hermida  recalled  an  incident  where  a  fellow  solider 

named  Dallas  was  killed  in  his  army  vehicle  after 

driving  over  a  mine  just  a  few  weeks  after  talking  to 

Hermida. 

"He  was  more  a  friend  of  a  friend,  but  it  was  terrible. 

You  don't  get  a  lot  of  time  to  really  think  about  it  too 

much.  It  hits  you  later  but  it's  good  not  to  dwell  on  it: 

keeps  you  sane." 

On  one  base.  Alcid  remembers  stationing  on  top  of  this 

one  roof  where  he  saw  a  group  of  people  who  launched 

a  mortar,  like  a  pipe  bomb,  and  it  went  over  and  hit 

one  of  the  kids. 

"[The  group  of  people]  asked  us  to  help  the  kids  but 

we  couldn't  because  it  was  really  dangerous.  It  didn't 

look  too  good  for  the  kids,  and  I  felt  bad  but  I  don't 

know  what  else  to  say.  They  did  it  to  themselves." 

Coming  home  to  Montclair 

"Getting  out  of  the  plane  and  seeing  the  leaves  on  the 

trees  and  the  green  grass  felt  good.  It  was  nice  to  see 

the  green  again,"  Marks  said  about  the  flight  back 

home  from  Iraq. 

Coming  home  was  an  exciting  moment  for  Hermida. 

but  there  was  the  constant  thinking  about  what  he  had 

done  in  Iraq,  and  where  his  fellow  soldiers  were.  He 

also     got     into     the     habit     of     running     more 


frequently.Before  deciding  to  apply   at   Montclair 

spring  of  2005.  Hermida  applied  to  a  school  in 

Massachusetts,  but  decided  he  did  not  want  to  be  away 

from  home  again. 

Besides  getting  back  into  the  study  habits.  Hermida  did 

not    have    much    trouble    adjusting    to    the    new 

environment,  even  though  it  had  been  a  couple  of  years 

since  he  was  last  in  a  classroom. 

"I  was  lucky  enough  to  receive  aid  under  the  new  GI 

Bill,  which  was  a  much  better  resource  for  veterans 

than  the  old  GI  Bill,"  he  said.  "It  was  just  the  icing  on 

the  cake.  I  was  able  to  pay  for  school,  books  and 

living,"  he  said. 

Hermida   added   that   whenever   he    sees    military 

vehicles,  he  immediately 

gets  flashbacks  of  what  it's  like  to  be  in  one  of  them, 

and  of  all  the  hours  and  hours  he  spent  on  them. 

For  Alcid,  there  were  certain  things  he  was  able  to  do 

in  Iraq  that  was  not  suitable  here.  Alcid' s  mom  was 

having  picnic  in  a  grassy  area  and  instead  of  parking 

on  street,  Alcid  drove  the  car  on  the  grass. 

"We  would  have  our  Humvees  going  everywhere,  and 

'it  was  something  I  had  to  break  out  of."  he  said. 

Alcid  started  his  own  clothing  line  called  FOAM. 

which  originated  when  he  attended  Ramapo  College. 

"While  I  was  president  of  a  fraternity,  we  needed  t- 

shirts  and  instead  of  someone  else  making  them  I 

decided  to  do  it  myself.  I  guess  it  was  that  army 

mentally." 

Alcid' s  urban  hip-hop  style  clothing  line  has  been  in 

business  for  a  year  and  called  for  an  emergency 


promotion  where  all  the  profits  made  were  donated  to 

the   recent   typhoon   that   hit   the   Philippines   and 

displaced  400.000  people  out  of  their  homes  and  killed 

a  couple  hundred  others. 

Cordoba  admitted  she  had  mixed  feelings  about  going 

home. 

"I  was  happy  but  sad.  I  got  used  to  the  routine  and  my 

buddies  became  my  family,"  she  said.  "Life  was 

simple  here  I  think." 

Before  Cordoba  left  for  Iraq,  the  veteran  was  attending 

Montclair.   Coming   back  to   school   was   dificult. 

Fordoba   explained,   and   is   still    adjusting   to   the 

transition. 

"It  hasn't  been  easy.  There  were  some  complications 

with  admissions  but  I  was  able  to  come  back  and 

study." 

Cordoba   will   be   heading   off  to   Sgt.    Academy 

tomorrow  for  two-and-half  weeks  in  Fort  Dix. 

Coming  back.  Svolto  knew  that  the  type  of  work  he 

did  in  Afghanistan  was  what  he  wanted  to  do  in  the 

states. 

The    veteran    applied    at    the    Philadelphia   Police 

Department  while  he  was  in  Afghanistan,  however, 

due  to  a  hiring  freeze.  Svolto  decided  to  go  back  to 

school. 

Svolto  works  in  the  office  of  Veteran  and  Military 

Resources  at  Montclair  part  time,  and  thinks  the  school 

is    on    the    forefront    of    keeping    abreast    with 

accommodating  veteran  and  military  students. 

"The  Veteran  and  Military  Resource  office  is  brand 

new.  it  makes  an  effort  to  simplify  the  matriculation 


process  for  veterans.  It  is  collaborating  with  all  the 

necessary  components  which  allow  Veterans  to  use 

the  GI  Bill  and  National  Guardsmen  to  use  their 

education  benefits." 

When  asked  about  what  comments  Svolto  had  about 

the  current  situation  in  Afghanistan,  the  veterans 

responded:  "We've  been  there  for  eight  years,  and  it's 

getting  worse,  and  will  continue  to  get  that  way.  The 

enemy  will  be  more  collaborative,  more  coordinated 

in  their  attacks  and  will  be  able  to  increase  their 

numbers." 

Svolto  added  that  from  personal  conviction,  there  was 

a  better  distinction  between  the  people  you  could  trust 

and  the  one's  you  could  not. 

"That's  happening  less  and  less  and  from  some 

personal  conviction,  threats  against  the  U.S.,  against 

the  west,  will  never  go  away.  It  is  a  reality,  we  all  have 

to  live." 

Hermida  admitted  that  the  reason  for  invading  Iraq 

might  not  all  have  been  truthful  but  the  ultimate  goal 

was  to  eliminate  a  dictator,  and  it  was  accomplished. 

"There  is  a  group  of  college-aged  kids  willing  to  serve 

this  nation,  and  put  everything  on  the  line  for  that  idea." 

he  said.  "Even  anti-war  movements  should  respect 

soldiers  and  appreciate  the  young  veterans."

Beds  for  MSU 


Montclair  State  University  will  start  construction  on  two  new 
student-housing  units  by  the  Recreation  Center  this  spring. 

The  new  dorms  are  planned  to  be  built  in  lot  24  A,  a  parking 
lot  below  the  Rec.  Center  and  lot  22,  a  parking  lot  north  of 
the  Rec.  Center. 

The  new  dorms  will  hold  2,000  beds  for  freshman  and 
sophomore  students  while  taking  away  700  parking  spaces, 
Vice  President  for  University  Facilities  Greg  Bressler  stated. 

This  will  be  the  first  new  construction  project  under  the  New 
Jersey  Economic  Stimulus  Act  of  2009.  signed  by  former 
Gov.  Jon  Corzine  this  past  August.  The  bill  allowed  public 
universities  to  hire  private  contractors  to  build  on  campus. 

"It  gave  us  the  authority  to  enter  into  a  public-private  contract 

on  our  campus,"  Bressler  said.  "Before 

that  we  were  working  with  private  developers  off  campus." 

MSU  was  recently  planning  off-campus  housing  in 
downtown  Montclair,  but  since  the  stimulus  bill  was  signed, 
plans  were  canceled. 

Capstone  Development  Cooperation,  which  was  going  to 
build  the  off-campus  dorms,  is  now  building  the  new  on- 
campus  dorms. 


The  two  buildings,  known  as  the  Millsidc  Site  and  the  Rec. 
Center  Site,  will  be  an  "H  shaped"  building,  with  laundry 
rooms,  common  space  and  a  new  dining  facility.

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"There's  going  to  be  group  development  that  can  actual! 
happen  right  in  the  building."  Bressler  said.  "It's  commo 
space,  but  can  also  function  as  a  classroom." 

The  new  dorms  will  be  right  next  to  the  new  parking  gaiag 
that  should  be  finished  this  August.  The  new  deck  was  bui 
over  two  surface  lots  taking  away  400  parking  spaces,  but 
should  create  1,530  new  spaces. 

The  two  new  donns  will  also  be  joining  our  latest  additioi 
Frank  Sinatra  Hall,  which  is  located  in  between  the  Clo\ 
Road  Apartments  and  the  Village  Apartments. 
The  university  will,  technically,  be  leasing  the  land  t 
Capstone,  and  students  will  have  to  pay  rent  directly  to  then 


"They  have  to  operate  it  within  our  current  room  rates 
Bressler  said. 

According  to  Bressler,  Capstone  has  to  put  the  price  togethi 
as  a  total  package.

This  includes  factoring  the  cost  of  designing,  building  an 
operating  the  dorm  to  pay  off  the  debt  of  construction  an 
calculate  the  lease  rate  of  the  property  all  in  the  cun-ent  roor 
rate  structure. 

"It's  kind  of  a  balancing  act  on  the  developers  part."  Bressle 
said.  "They  have  to  develop  it  and  put  it  together  in  a  fashio 
that  a  person  living  here  would  be  paying  the  same  rate  a 
someone  li\  ing  in  the  \  illage." 

Construction  is  anticipated  to  be  complete  by  August  2011 
and  students  will  be  able  to  move.

He  was 
followed  by  Walt  Whitman  in  second  with  125  votes  and  in 
third  was  Albert  Einstein  with  1 19  votes. 

A  total  of  2,379  votes  came  in  to  the  university.  The  survey 
process  was  similar  to  the  naming  of  the  Village 
Apartments. 

Some  of  the  other  nominees  that  appeared  on  the  first 
survey  were  John  Holland,  George  Inness,  Alfred  Kinsey, 
Doris  Duke,  Milton  Freedman,  Thomas  Edison,  Albert 
Einstein,  Margret  Bourke White,  Paula  Danziger,  Aaron 
Burr.Some  names  that  students  had  written  in  were  Nellie 


Morrow  Parker,  became  the  first  African- American  public 
school  teacher  in  Bergen  County  in  1922;  Admiral  William 
F.  Halsey,  bom  and  raised  in  Elizabeth;  Nicholas  M  Butler, 
educator,  author  and  winner  of  Nobel  peace  prize  in  1 93 1 ; 
Sam  Mills,  MSU  Alum  and  NFL  player;  Elizabeth  Coleman 
White,  introduced  the  nation's  first  cultivated  blueberry.

All  of  the  recent  buzz  around  Montclair  State 
has  been  about  new  buildings,  dorm  rooms, 
parking  decks  and  even  the  campus"  latest 
attempts  to  "go  green"  and  become 
environmentally  friendly. 

But  one  vital  aspect  that  the  University 
seems  to  keep  overlooking  is  quality 
handicap  accessibility. 

With  all  the  talk  about  our  campuswide 
green  initiatives,  it's  obvious  that  what  we're 
really  neglecting  the  color  blue,  which  is 
used  to  designate  areas  of  handicapped 
accessibility  and  signs. 

The  investigative  report  on  services  for 
students  with  mobility  issues,  found  on  the 
front  page  of  this  issue  of  The  Montclarion, 
investigates  the  handicap  accessibility,  or 
the  lack  thereof,  on  Montclair  State 
University's  campus. 

This  article  states  that  out  of  the  18,171  grads 
and  undergrads  enrolled  at  MSU,  750 
students  are  registered  with  the  Disability 
Resource  Center,  located  in  Morehead  Hall. 
That's  just  over  four  percent  of  the  student 
body.  At  least  five  of  these  registered 
students  require  the  use  of  a  wheelchair. 
Although  there  are  only  five  registered 
wheelchair  users,  the  exact  number  is 
believed  to  be  higher  because  those  with 
mobility  issues  are  not  required  to  register 
with  the  DRC. 

The  special  report  also  mentions  a  student 
named    Tim    Shin,    currently    the    only 


residential  student  who  uses  a  wheelchair. 
Although  he  lives  in  a  double-size  room  in 
Russ  Hall,  Shin  was  placed  on  the  third  floor, 
which  is  the  highest  floor.  One  would  think 
that  any  wheelchair  users  on  campus  would 
be  placed  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building, 
not  the  highest 

Shin  explained  that  until  he  returned  to 
school  this  winter,  the  rooms  in  Freeman 
Hall  were  totally  inaccessible  due  to  the  lack 
of  a  ramp  into  the  dormitory.  Even  still,  the 
hallways  are  narrow  and  virtually  impossible 
to  navigate.  In  Richardson,  wheelchair 
navigation  is  nearly  impossible  in  the  narrow 
hallways. 

Surprisingly,  it's  not  just  the  older  buildings 
that  have  a  problem  with  accessibility. 
Panzer  Gym  and  Chapin  Hall  were  both 
recently  renovated,  but  still  don't  have 
working  electric  doors. 

Don't    get    us    wrong,    Montclair    State 
University  does  adhere  to  the  American 
Disability  Act,  although  they  aren't  passing 
with  flying  colors.  They  provide  practically 
the  bare  minimum  for  handicap  students. 
On     Ramapo    College's     campus    every 
building  is  completely  handicap  accessible 
and  every  handicap  student  living  on  campus 
is  placed  in  a  first  floor  room.  Why  can't 
Montclair  State  be  the  same  way? 
The   main   point   all   of  us   here   at   The 
Montclarion  are  trying  to  make  is  simple: 
don't    overlook    the    physically    disabled 
community  here  at  Montclair  State. 
No  matter  how  small  the  number  of  people 


that  use  wheelchairs  is,  we  need  to  have  fully 
accessible  buildings.  It's  just  not  fair  for 
people  to  have  to  suffer  the  consequences  of 
an  inaccessible  campus. 
We  all  pay  the  same  tuition  rates,  we  all 
deserve  to  get  into  a  building  without  having 
it  seem  like  some  type  of  obstacle  course. 
The  university  prides  itself  with  being  one 
of  the  most  diverse  campuses,  yet  we  are 
overlooking  so  many  students  and  visitors 
who  need  fully  accessible  buildings,  and 
frankly,  we  think  it's  their  right  to  have 
them. 

With  all  of  these  new  renovations  and 
construction  going  on  all  over  campus,  lets 
not  forget  about  the  simple  things.  Things 
that  include  allowing  all  students  to  get  to 
class  or  their  dorms  with  ease. 
It  may  seem  like  its  not  a  big  deal,  but  to 
some  students,  it's  a  struggle  to  get  a  class 
and  travel  around  the  campus  every  day. 
We  shouldn't  tolerate  the  difficultly  that 
students  with  mobility  issues  encounter 
when  they  want  to  take  a  shuttle  bus  ride  to 
the  Village  just  because  he  or  she  is  in  a 
wheelchair. 

The  accessibility  situation  we  have  on 
campus  is  absurd  and  it  must  be  dealt  with 
as  soon  as  possible. 

So,  maybe  while  all  these  great  new 
buildings  are  being  constructed,  and 
renovations  are  giving  our  campus  a  needed 
facelift,  why  not  make  the  effort  to  have  a 
fully  accessible  campus  and  make  this 
university  truly  welcoming  and  diverse.
